My suggestion bas to do with en Three of 
us have tried this with our cars to test the feasibility 
of the plan. We were very pleasantly 
see that the advantages overwhelmingly 
ed the disadvantages 

It works like this: approach a diagonal parking 
space as if you were going to park in an ordinary 
parallel parking space. Turn the front wheels 
right and maneuver the car in reverse until the 1 
end is near the curb. The car is now parked in a 
diagonal position, but the rear end is next to the 
curb instead of the front end 

Advantages: Ease in parking. Most people — es- 
pecially women — detest parallel parking. Safe- 
ty: When the car doors are opened they do not open 
against the body of the car on either side of your 
car. Articles can be removed from or placed in the 
trunk (salesmen, etc., wares) while you are stand 
ing on the sidewalk. 

Panel trucks can load and unload in the parkwe 
instead of out in the street. When you are ready 
leave the parking space, your vision is unimpaired 

even if a panel truck is parked beside you, which 
is not the case when the front of the car is headed 
toward the curb.
